circuit court, W.jdnetsday, by Courtlandt 
S. Van Rensselaer, ox-assistant United 

Btatea district attorney, who, with his 
wife, was a passenger on the Norman- 
nia. He hod boon traveling through 
■ttfopa during the summer, and when 
In London and at>out to return tc 
this c-otiutry. he went U> the 
Hamburg line office and demanded 
BO know whether it was the inten- 
tion of thi' company to transport steer- 
ing that, if such was the case, he would 
take paaaage on some other line, so as 
not to incur the dangers of possible 
cholera. He was assured that the Nor- 
BUUania would sail from Hamburg with 
no steerage passengers. He and his 
wife were put on board the N'ormannia 
subsequently by the usual tug. and 
wben he waa on board nnd too late to 
leave tha ship he teamed that the steer- 
age was well rilled with passengers of 
that class.

The custom of walking upon stilts 
dates from tho earliest times, and in the 
art t here have been some distinguished 
professors who have attained a remark- 
able degree of proficiency. Rome of 
them have danced upon a tight rope like 
regular acrobats. In the eighteenth 
sslilt. 

young men. Most of these stilt fights 
took place during the^etcs of the carni- 
val and other great occasions. The 
Marechal Saxo was in 1743 entertained 
with one of these tourneys. In describ- 
ing one of these combats Harper's 
Young People says flvo or six hundred 
young men were divided Into two op- 
posing bands, formed themselves into 
brigades, wearing costumes of different 
colors, and advanced against each other. 
The stilts .were about four feet high. 
Tho combatants carried no weapons— It 
was against the rules to do so— they 
had their elbows and their stilts, by a 
rigorous use of which they did their 
best to place their 
bat The struggle often lasted for two 
hours, the combatants swaying from 
side to side, advancing, retreating, 
crouching toward the earth, or spring- 
ing up to avoid a well-aimed blow. The 
battles often waxed hot and furious, 
but did not by any means necessarily 
result in the death of those engaged in 
it As long as it lasted tho flags of the 
rival factions floated from tho windows 
of tho town hall. The spectators, many 
of them women, did all they could by 
their presence, cries and gestures to ex- 
cite the combatants to further exer- 
tions. 

From one of their stilt fights the 
Namurois won a privilege the Im- 
portance of which they have never 
ceased to appreciate. Archdnko Al- 
bert, of Austria, at his entrance into 
the low countries, was greeted by the 
governor of Namur, who promised to 
bring before him "two troops of war- 
riors who, without being either on foot 
or on horseback, would afford him the 
spectacle of a new mode of fighting.'

SEX IN PRECIOUS STONES.

Many stories have been going the 
rounds of the daily papers in which the 
statement has been freely made that 
diamonds have sexes, and that on some 
occasions they hove been known to re- 
produce their kind. It is needless to 
say that this Is untrue. It is absurd to 
say that Inanimate objects are so born. 
Believing it possible, however, that the 
terms "male" and ••female" might be 
used in the diamond trade in a merely 
figurative sense, a reporter for the 
Jewelers' Weekly interviewed George 
F. Kunta, the gem expert with Tiffany 
A Co., on the subject. iMr. Kuntz had 
aeen tho stories, but laughed at the Idea. 
On Investigation, however, he found 
that the terms "male" and "female" 
had been used in regard to rubies as 
long ago as the time of Pliny. 

"Pliny alludes to this distinction," 
said Mr. Kunta, "in the thirty-seventh 
book of his 'Natural History,' chapter 
7. 'on carbuncles, or rubies, and their 
sundry klndes; of their faults and im- 
perfections; of the means to try them; 
of other precious stones resembUng the 
fire.' The following translation is from 
Philllmore's Holland edition, pubUahed 
In 1634: 

"'Moreover, in all sorts of rubles 
those are taken for the male which 
show a quick red more firelike than the 
rest; and contrariwise female, such as 
shine not so bright but after a faint 
manner. In the male it is observed 
that some seem to flame more clear and 
pare; others are darker and blacker, 
there be again that shine brighter 
than the rest, yea, and in the sun give 
a more ardent and burning luster; but 
the best simply be those which are 
called amethystizontes, that is to, say, 
that in the end of their fire resemble 
the blue violet color of the amethyst"'
